In accordance with
40 CFR 152.130(c), you may distribute or sell this product under the previously approved
labeling for 18 months from the date of this letter. After 18 months, you may only distribute or
sell this product if it bears this new revised labeling or subsequently approved labeling. “To
distribute or sell” is defined under FIFRA section 2(gg) and its implementing regulation at 40
CFR 152.3.

+ For ground boom applications, apply using a nozzle height
of no more than 4 feet above the ground or crop canopy.

+ Forairblastapplications, turn off outward pointing nozzles at
row ends and when spraying the outer two rows. To minimize
spray loss over the top in orchard applications, spray must be
directed into the canopy.

Additional Requirements for Aerial Applications

+ The spray boom should be mounted on the aircraft as to
minimize drift caused by wingtip or rotor vortices. The
minimum practical boom length should be used and must
not exceed 75% of the wing span or 80% rotor diameter.

+ Spray must be released at the lowest height consistent with
pest control and flight safety. Do not release spray ata height
greater than 10 feet above the crop canopy unless a greater
height is required for aircraft safety.

+ Whenapplications are made with a cross-wind, the swath will
bedisplaced downwind.The applicator mustcompensate for
this displacement at the downwind edge of the application
area by adjusting the path of the aircraft upwind.

RUNOFF PRECAUTIONS

Under some conditions, propargite may have a high potential

for runoff into surface water for several days after application.

frequently flooded areas (excluding crop irrigation areas).
